REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims is a liquid dispensing valve having the 
combination of hermetically mounted body portion to a discharge nozzle of a reservoir 
having a seat with a rod having a seal contacting the seat with a spring with a 
hermetically fixed cap portion to the body portion with a discharge chamber with an 
elongated spout having a downward turned discharge end in which the mass of residual 
liquid in the chamber forms gravitationally inside and a vacuum is formed sufficient to 
maintain the mass upstream the discharge end of the elongated spout. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
